89th  Report 


The  theme  of  this  year’s  Annual  Report  is 
"Meeting  the  Challenge  of  Blindness”,  and  for 
those  of  us  at  the  Institute  whose  privilege  it  is 
to  serve  blind  people,  the  challenge  is  to  provide 
the  means  whereby  those  who  lose  their  sight 
may  be  enabled  to  overcome  their  handicap  and 
learn  to  live  full  and  useful  lives. 

There  are  many  ways  in  which  we  work  to 
assist  those  who  are  blind  and  enrich  their  lives, 
as  will  be  seen  elsewhere  in  this  Report.  How- 
ever, to  make  this  task  possible  costs  us  a great 
deal  of  money  and  like  everyone  else  we  have  to 
struggle  with  inflation. 

In  the  year  ended  31st  March  we  spent  more 
than  £3,230.000  on  our  services  which  represents 
an  average  annual  expenditure  of  £28  per  regis- 
tered blind  person  in  Great  Britain  and  Northern 
Ireland — the  highest  amount  ever. 

Many  of  the  costs  we  have  to  meet  have 
increased,  but  we  exercise  the  greatest  vigilance 
in  keeping  administrative  expenditure  as  low  as 
possible  so  as  to  increase  the  amount  we  can 
spend  on  helping  blind  people  of  all  ages. 

Over  the  years  we,  and  the  blind  population 
whom  we  serve,  have  been  greatly  encouraged 
by  the  support  of  so  many  kind  and  generous 
friends,  without  whose  help  our  work  would  not 
be  possible.  We  are  especially  grateful  to  those 
who  remember  our  work  in  their  Wills,  parti- 
cularly by  bequeathing  residuary  legacies  to  us. 
Their  value  is  now  greatly  enhanced  due  to  the 
donor’s  Estate  being  largely  relieved  of  Estate 
Duty  on  bequests  to  Charities. 


We  constantly  strive  to  expand  our  services. 
Adequate  funds  to  support  this  expansion  are 
urgently  needed  at  the  present  time,  when  there 
are  several  new  and  promising  developments  in 
progress  which  could  bring  so  much  additional 
help  to  blind  people. 

In  order  to  meet  ever-mounting  costs  and 
achieve  this  expansion,  it  is  necessary  for  us  to 
increase  our  income  very  considerably. 

Will  you  please  help  us  to  meet  this  challenge? 
We  and  the  blind  people  of  Britain  will  be  deeply 
grateful  to  you  for  any  financial  assistance  you 
are  able  to  give  us. 

Our  report  deals  with  many  of  the 
Institute’s  activities  which  aim  to  help  the 
increasing  numbers  of  our  citizens  in  meeting 
the  challenge  of  blindness;  education,  training, 
employment,  residential  care  and  other  services. 
In  an  organisation  of  our  size  it  is  not  possible 
to  highlight,  collectively  or  individually,  the 
countless  other  activities  which  contribute  to  the 
overall  operation. 

Throughout  its  establishments,  branches  and 
headquarters,  there  are  those  whose  minor  roles 
are  so  essential  a part  of  the  major  aim — to  serve 
blind  people  to  the  best  of  our  ability  and 
resources. 

Difficulties  exist  to  be  overcome;  problems  that 
they  may  be  solved,  and  the  Institute  and  people 
whom  it  serves  are  under  a debt  of  gratitude  to 
our  Director-General , Mr.  Eric  T.  Boulter  and  his 
staff  who,  by  their  devoted  services,  have  made 
the  story  told  in  this  report  possible.

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Meeting  the  Challenge  of  Blindness 


Throughout  the  ages  man  has  survived  by 
meeting,  accepting  and  resolutely  combatting 
challenge. 

Over  thousands  of  years  he  has  had  to  learn 
to  survive  in  the  environment  he  has  created, 
and  today  we  are  prone  to  accept  as  common- 
place that  man  can  orbit  the  moon,  thanks  to 
the  rapid  advance  in  the  sciences  over  a 
comparatively  short  period  of  his  history. 

It  is  for  a section  of  those  who  face  a challenge 
not  of  their  own  making,  that  the  skills  of  medi- 
cal science  are  constantly  directed  in  searching 
for  the  causes  and  prevention  of  blindness,  a 
handicap  which  affects  some  116,000  people  in 
the  U.K. 

How  do  these  people  learn  to  conquer  their 
blindness? 

There  is  no  simple  collective  answer  to  such  a 
question;  each  and  everyone  of  them  would 
probably  have  their  own  personal  solution  to 
overcoming  the  many  problems  of  coping  in  a 
world  centred  round  a predominantly  sighted 
population. 

The  philosophy  of  congenitally  blind  people 
obviously  differs  from  that  held  by  those  whose 
blindness  has  occurred  suddenly. 

Though  the  question  may  not  have  a simple 
answer,  the  challenge  is  being  well  and  truly  met 
to  the  extent  that  blind  people  are  playing  their 
part  in  the  community  with  a confidence  and 
independence  undreamed  of  fifty  years  ago. 

How  it  all  began 

A doctor,  himself  going  blind  just  over  a 
hundred  years  ago,  applied  the  remainder  of  his 
life  to  meeting  the  challenge  of  his  own  blindness, 
and  that  of  others  like  him,  by  improving  the 
standard  and  quantity  of  reading  material  for 
blind  people. 

The  RNIB  which  grew  out  of  Dr.  Armitage's 
enlightened  labours  has  now  become  the  largest 
voluntary  organisation  of  its  kind  in  the  world, 
but  its  aims  and  objects,  as  outlined  in  its 
Charter, can  be  summed  up  in  a simple  phrase: — - 


“To  promote  the  better  education,  training, 
employment  and  welfare  of  the  blind”,  the 
realisation  of  Dr.  Armitage’s  dream. 

The  provision  of  the  RNIB’s  services  extends 
from  giving  advice  to  the  parents  of  a blind  baby 
to  the  residential  care  of  the  very  elderly  blind 
person.  Throughout  the  whole  age  spectrum  the 
Institute’s  emphasis  is  on  the  spirit  of  caring, 
helping  and  understanding  the  challenge  which 
blindness  presents  and  in  sharing  the  problems 
of  those  who  have  to  live  with  it. 

The  Blind  Child 

Over  recent  years  the  incidence  of  blindness 
amongst  the  newly  born  has  shown  a downward 
trend  but  although  the  numbers  have  fallen, 
unhappily  there  has  been  a marked  increase  in 
those  who  suffer  handicaps  often  of  a most  severe 
nature  in  addition  to  their  blindness. 

Such  a trend  has  imposed  its  special  problems 
in  our  Nursery  Schools,  and  at  our  Schools  for 
blind  children  with  additional  handicaps,  Rush- 
ton  Hall  and  Condover  Hall. 

The  introduction  and  development  of  an 
Education  Advisory  Service  has  allowed  us  to 
phase  out  the  Parents’  Unit,  which  for  so  many 
years  has  been  the  first  step  in  the  formation  of 
true  understanding  by  the  parents  of  blind 
children,  in  learning  the  part  they  would  have  to 
play  in  bringing  up  their  babies. 

There  are  scores  of  blind  young  men  and 
women  leading  full  and  useful  lives  today  who 
bear  testimony  to  the  wealth  of  experience  and 
understanding  which  Mrs.  Toomer,  the  Head  of 
the  Parents'  Unit,  contributed  to  their  early  days 
and  the  encouragement  and  hope  she  gave  in 
equal  part  to  their  parents. 

The  Education  Advisory  Service  with  Regional 
Advisers  who  visit  not  only  parents  of  pre- 
school children  but  also  advise  on  children  with 
defective  sight  attending  schools  other  than 
schools  for  the  blind,  is  an  important  extension 
of  the  Institute’s  educational  activities. 
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The  Multiply  Handicapped 

The  complexities  of  facing  blindness  in  child- 
hood as  a single  handicap  would  appear  difficult 
enough,  but  they  are  greatly  magnified  when 
additional  handicaps  are  involved.  Yet  it  would 
be  hard  to  conjure  up  a more  telling  picture  of 
fortitude  and  resolution  than  can  be  seen  among 
the  severely  handicapped  blind  children  at 
Rushton  and  Condover.  At  these  schools,  which 
between  them  accommodate  over  130  pupils,  all 
the  children  are  not  only  registered  blind  or 
requiring  education  by  blind  methods,  but  all  of 
them  have  additional  handicaps,  physical, 
mental,  emotional. 

Here  indeed,  one  perceives  the  will  to  over- 
come the  overwhelming  problems  they  face, 
encouraged  by  a dedication  and  understanding 
born  of  long  experience  from  the  staffs  at  both 
schools. 

Each  school  is  organised  on  a “family” 
system,  within  its  own  “community”,  to  afford 
maximum  possible  attention  to  the  problems  of 
individual  children  and  to  making  their  social 
education  as  effective  as  possible. 

Some  of  the  pupils  from  Condover  Hall, 
which  also  includes  a special  unit  for  deaf- 
blind  children,  will  proceed  to  centres  for 
vocational  guidance  and  assessment  prior  to 
training  and  employment. 

The  satisfaction  of  work  and  the  ability  to 
attain  a measure  of  independence  is  surely  a 
fitting  reward  for  their  endeavour  in  meeting  a 
very  special  challenge. 


The  adolescent  blind 

The  importance  of  preparing  blind  adolescents 
for  the  wide  range  of  occupations  open  to  them 
is  in  full  evidence  at  the  RNIB’s  vocational 
assessment  centre,  “Hethersett”  in  Surrey. 

Here  some  40  teenagers,  male  and  female, 
undergo  a year’s  course  aimed  at  equipping 
them  for  employment  in  the  industrial  and 
commercial  life  of  the  nation. 

The  natural  desire  of  these  young  people  is  to 
be  successfully  integrated  in  community  life, 
despite  their  handicap,  and  “Hethersett”  lays 


special  emphasis  in  its  syllabus  on  mobility 
training,  social  adjustment  and  continued  general 
education. 

Fifty  per  cent  of  this  year’s  intake  had  addi- 
tional handicaps,  yet  all  the  pupils  gain  practical 
experience  in  many  facets  of  the  work  they  will 
meet  in  future  employment  situations.  Light 
engineering,  industrial  assembly,  pre-telephony, 
typing,  woodworking  are  just  a few  of  the 
subjects  on  which  they  will  be  assessed,  and 
opportunities  to  widen  their  experience  are 
provided  by  working  visits  to  local  factories, 
offices  and  shops,  after  which  an  employer  will 
report  on  the  student’s  aptitude,  output  and 
social  adjustment. 

Since  its  opening,  well  over  500  students  have 
passed  through  “Hethersett”,  the  majority  of 
whom  have  been  placed  in  competitive  employ- 
ment alongside  their  sighted  colleagues.

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The  academic  stream 

In  its  long  history,  the  RNIB  can  lake  pride 
in  the  record  of  its  educational  establishments, 
particularly  in  respect  of  the  two  secondary 
grammar  schools,  Worcester  College  for  the 
Blind  (boys)  and  Chorleywood  College  for  Girls 
with  Little  or  No  Sight. 

For  over  a hundred  years  at  Worcester,  and 
more  than  50  years  at  Chorleywood,  each 
College  has  contributed  a high  quota  of  students 
to  the  Universities  and  Colleges  of  this  country, 
and  many  former  pupils  number  among  the 
higher  professional  ranks  in  their  particular 
spheres  today. 

There  are  now  more  than  one  hundred  visually 
handicapped  students  at  Universities,  Colleges 
of  Education  and  Polytechnics  who  receive 
supportive  and  financial  help  from  the  RNIB 
and  some  40  visually  handicapped  students  are 
enrolled  in  Open  University  degree  courses.  For 
all  these  students  the  RNIB  makes  text  books 
and  other  study  material  specially  available  in 
braille  and  on  tape. 

Just  after  the  1914/18  war,  with  so  many 
returning  blind  ex-servicemen  anxious  to  resume 
their  pre-war  studies,  the  RNIB  founded  its 
Students’  Library,  and  its  first  task  was  to 
provide  the  braille  books  which  were  necessary 
for  ex-servicemen  to  undertake  their  university 
courses. 

From  those  small,  but  vital  beginnings,  the 
Students’  Library  issued  30,646  volumes  to  its 
readers  during  this  year.  This  figure  reflects  the 
growing  service  provided  both  for  study  and 
work,  and  also  for  serious  reading.  1,790 
volumes  were  added  to  the  stock  of  the  Library, 
and  this  record  figure  is  due  in  part  to  the  fact 
that  two  thermoform  duplicating  machines  have 
been  at  work  throughout  the  year.  This  method 
of  reproducing  braille  is  ideal  for  diagrams,  and 
is  also  very  practical  for  books  required  in  small 
quantities. 

Though  the  Students’  Library  exists  primarily 
to  serve  blind  readers  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
its  membership  is  worldwide,  largely  because 
the  wide  range  of  its  stock  is  unique,  and  it  is 
natural  for  readers  needing  books  on  English 
language  and  literature  in  particular,  to  look  to 


this  country.  An  Italian  student,  who  had  just 
written  a thesis  on  the  Arabic  influence  on  the 
English  language,  wrote:  “Now  I want  to  thank 
this  Library  for  the  great  quantity  ol  material  I 
could  borrow.  Without  it  I could  not  have 
graduated.  I wish  for  this  Library  many  years  of 
useful  work  for  all  the  blind  of  the  world”. 

The  Manuscript  Department  has  continued  to 
serve  blind  people,  by  supplying  braille  both  for 
work  and  study.  Perhaps  its  most  important 
service  to  students  is  the  provision  of  examina- 
tion papers  in  braille  and  the  increasing  number, 
length  and  complexity  of  these,  is  a responsibility 
which  the  staff  readily  accepts. 

However,  both  the  Students’  Library  and  the 
Manuscript  Department  are  dependent  on  the 
help  of  voluntary  transcribers,  in  order  to 
maintain  their  range  of  services.  These  braillists 
produced  722  braille  volumes  during  the  year, 
either  for  the  stock  of  the  Library,  or  to  meet 
private  requests.  Quite  apart  from  very  high 
standards  of  accuracy,  many  of  these  volumes 
required  a knowledge  of  special  braille  notations, 
such  as  those  for  mathematics  and  foreign 
languages,  or  the  arrangement  of  complicated 
layout  as  in  tables  and  statistics.  The  Institute 
gratefully  acknowledges  its  indebtedness  to  these 
devoted  voluntary  transcribers. 

Studies  keep  pace  with  modern  trends,  and  the 
development  of  Computer  Science  as  a major 
school  subject  at  Chorleywood  is  indicative  of 
the  ability  displayed  by  blind  students  to  meet, 
not  only  the  challenge  of  advancing  technology 
but  to  demonstrate  their  prowess  in  the  more 
complex  studies  of  the  electronic  age,  despite 
their  handicap. 

During  the  year  under  review,  the  report  of 
the  Committee  set  up  by  the  Department  of 
Education  and  Science  under  the  Chairmanship 
of  Professor  M.  D.  Vernon  on  the  Education  of 
the  Visually  Handicapped  has  been  published. 
The  RNIB  was  happy  to  co-operate  in  full  in  this 
work  and  many  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
Committee  could  have  far  reaching  effects  on  the 
RNIB’s  educational  policies. 

In  fact,  the  importance  of  pre-school  advisory 
services  has  already  been  recognised  by  the 
Institute  over  many  years,  in  the  work  of  its 
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A Worcester  College  student  preparing  a graph  with  equipment  specially  produced  for  geometry  exercises. 


Parents’  Unit,  and  more  recently  in  the  develop- 
ment of  the  services  of  its  Education  Advisers. 

Of  obvious  concern  to  the  Institute  are  those 
recommendations  in  the  report  which  state  that 
selective  education  should  continue,  but  that 
Worcester  College  and  Chorleywood  College 
were  each  too  small  to  continue  as  viable, 
separate  school  entities,  and  that  they  should  no 
longer  remain  as  single-sex  schools. 


A joint  Working  Party  has  been  set  up,  com- 
posed of  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
both  Colleges,  to  examine  the  possibilities  of 
amalgamating  the  two  Colleges. 

Considerable  time  has  been  devoted  by 
RNIB  Committees  to  a thorough  study  of  all 
the  recommendations  of  the  Vernon  Com- 
mittee, and  detailed  comments  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Education 
and  Science. 
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Physiotherapy  training 

Perhaps  the  longest  established  profession  to 
which  blind  people  so  readily  adapt  is  physio- 
therapy. 

As  long  ago  as  1904  the  National  Institute  ol 
Massage  by  the  Blind  was  formed,  and  in  1915 
it  became  a branch  of  the  RNIB  under  the  title 
of  the  School  of  Physiotherapy. 

The  School  is  the  only  one  of  its  kind  in  the 
British  Commonwealth  and  offers  full  training, 
in  a three  year  course,  for  gaining  the  Certificate 


of  the  Chartered  Society  of  Physiotherapy,  a 
recognised  professional  qualification. 

For  many  years  the  school  has  been  housed  at 
RNIB  Headquarters,  but  we  now  plan  to 
construct  a new  school  in  close  physical  proxim- 
ity to  a hospital.  There  the  students  will  not  only 
continue  to  get  the  widest  range  of  practical 
experience,  but  will  also  be  integrated  into  many 
other  aspects  of  the  life  and  training  of  ancillary 
staff.

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The  challenge  for  the  newly  blind 

At  whatever  age  blindness  occurs,  there  are 
countless  challenges  to  meet. 

It  was  to  help  newly  blind  men  and  women 
adjust  to  a completely  new  way  of  life,  that  the 
RNIB  set  up  its  two  Rehabilitation  Centres,  at 
Torquay  and  Nottingham. 

Each  centre  meets  a different  rehabilitation 
need.  At  the  Manor  House  in  Torquay  the 
programme  is  related  in  the  main  to  those  who 
hope  to  return  to,  or  enter,  the  field  of  employ- 
ment, though  there  is  provision  for  a more  social 
form  of  rehabilitation  for  the  younger  person 
who  can  adapt  more  readily  to  the  new  life  style. 

At  Clifton  Spinney,  Nottingham,  a purpose- 
built  centre  for  the  more  elderly  people  in  the 
blind  community,  the  course  caters  more 
specifically  for  those  who  seek  to  lead  useful, 
interesting  lives  even  in  retirement,  and  to  run 
their  own  homes  as  independently  as  possible 
after  their  loss  of  sight. 

As  part  of  their  training  they  gain  experience 
by  living  in  self-contained  flatlets  thus  proving 
to  themselves  that  they  can  be  self  reliant  on 
returning  to  their  own  homes. 

Both  centres  pay  particular  attention  to  the 
teaching  of  communication  skills,  typing,  braille 
and  Moon,  and  all  those  who  are  considered 
able  to  benefit  from  mobility  training,  are  given 
instruction  in  the  Long  Cane  technique,  or 
other  travel  skills.  Initially  under  guidance,  and 
later  on  their  own,  many  of  the  clients  enjoy 
their  first  independent  outing — for  some  the 
first  venture  since  they  became  blind. 

At  Torquay,  the  modern  engineering  section 
helps  to  familiarise  blind  men  and  women  with 
various  machinery  they  may  encounter  in  future 
employment.  If  they  show  an  aptitude  for  this 
type  of  work,  a course  of  training  at  a Govern- 
ment centre  will  follow  before  they  are  placed  in 
suitable  appointments. 

Morale  at  both  centres  is  high,  the  urge  to 
succeed  in  a situation  where  ones  colleagues  are 
meeting  the  same  challenge,  is  all  pervading. 

The  fact  that  the  Principal  of  each  centre  is  a 
blind  man,  strikes  a common  bond  between  the 
psychologically  shocked  new  entrant  and  those 
who  will  guide  and  help  his  adjustment. 


Restoring  confidence 

As  rehabilitation  is  the  first  step  to  a new  way 
of  life,  so  employment  is  the  key  to  a newly 
blind  person  wanting  to  prove  he  can  still  make 
his  contribution  to  running  his  home,  provide 
for  his  family  and,  above  all,  maintain  his  self- 
respect  in  changed  circumstances. 

The  RNIB’s  Employment  Officers  are  equally 
determined  in  their  efforts  to  fulfil  this  aim,  and 
they  are  constantly  searching  for  new  avenues 
of  employment  for  which  blind  people  could 
qualify.  In  a year  of  high  unemployment,  over 
200  professional  and  commercial  placements 
have  been  made.  A close  liaison  is  maintained 
with  University  Appointment  Boards  to  develop 
future  plans  for  some  100  blind  students,  for 
whom  professional  careers  in  a highly  compe- 
titive market  are  the  hoped  for  reward  for  their 
endeavours  in  meeting  the  challenge  of  their 
handicap. 


The  importance  of  mobility 

It  may  well  be,  that  of  all  the  facets  in 
achieving  a measure  of  independence  after  the 
onset  of  blindness,  the  desire  to  be  mobile  is  the 
greatest. 

In  some  cases,  it  is  recorded  that  blindness 
had  become  synonymous  with  a refusal  to 
venture  outdoors. 

The  familiar  “tap,  tap”,  of  a white  stick 
against  a wall,  or  on  the  pavement,  was  the 
symbol  of  those  who  perforce  had  to  be  out  and 
about. 

More  familiar  now,  is  the  confident  walk  of 
the  blind  person,  the  result  of  training  in,  what 
is  known  as,  the  Long  Cane  Technique. 

In  1966,  the  Midlands  Mobility  Centre  was 
established  in  Birmingham  as  a research  project 
funded  by  the  Viscount  Nuffield  Auxiliary 
Fund.  Since  1969  it  has  been  conducted  as  the 
National  Mobility  Centre  by  the  RNIB,  on 
behalf  of  a consortium  formed  by  the  Institute, 
St.  Dunstan’s  and  the  Birmingham  Royal 
Institution  for  the  Blind  for  the  training  of 
Mobility  Officers  for  the  blind. 
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Complementary  to  training  instructors  in  the 
Long  Cane  technique,  the  Centre  is  equally 
involved  in  the  investigation  o f a 1 1 other  methods 
which  might  improve  mobility.  Under  continued 
evaluation  is  the  Binaural  Sensor,  an  electronic 
device  mounted  on  a spectacle  frame,  which 
transmits  ultrasonic  waves  and  receives  their 
reflections  from  objects  in  the  near  vicinity. 
These  reflections  are  then  converted  to  audible 
sound  signals,  which  the  wearer  can  interpret  to 
establish  the  type  of  object  and  its  distance  lrom 
him. 


Many  persons  sponsored  for  training  at  the 
Centre  by  Local  Authorities  are  now  serving  as 
Mobility  Instructors  for  the  Blind  in  their  own 
home  districts,  and  in  most  of  the  Nation's 
Schools  for  blind  children. 

There  are  still  many  areas  where  such  valuable 
instruction  is  not  available  to  blind  people  and 
we  cannot  over-emphasise  the  need  for  more 
nominations  from  those  Authorities  who  at 
present  are  not  offering  training  in  mobility  in 
their  areas.

Seventy-one  per  cent  of  Registered  blind 
people  are  over  the  age  of  65,  and  by  far  the 
majority  have  become  blind  at  an  age  when  it  is 
not  easy  for  them  to  learn  braille. 

But  for  the  enormous  range  and  variety  of 
leisure  reading  available  to  them  through  the 
British  Talking  Book  Service  for  the  Blind,  most 
of  them  would  be  denied  the  pleasure  and 
satisfaction  which  a good  book  can  provide. 

Started  in  1935,  using  long-playing  records 
far  in  advance  of  the  commercial  market,  the 
Service  now  has  a Membership  in  excess  of 
37,000,  who  are  offered  a choice  of  over  2,000 
book  titles,  which  increases  by  some  250  new 
recordings  a year. 

Any  Registered  blind  person,  and  those  whose 
degree  of  sight  can  be  confirmed  by  an  ophthal- 
mic consultant  as  “defective  reading  vision”,  can 
apply  for  membership  of  the  Service,  which  is 
free  in  so  far  as  the  provision  of  recordings  is 
concerned,  though  a modest  annual  charge  is 
requested  for  the  provision  of  the  playback 
machine.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  charge 
is  met  by  Local  Authorities  for  80%  of  its 
membership. 

Technical  developments  over  the  years  have 
resulted  in  a compact,  simple-to-operate,  play 
back  machine  and  a cassette  recording,  small 


enough  to  be  posted  in  a letterbox,  yet  providing 
up  to  12i  hours  of  listening  lime. 

Facilities  for  Students 

The  Service  also  maintains  a Student  Tape 
Library,  of  which  theie  are  317  members 
(including  31  Teachers)  to  provide  much  of  the 
special  reading  associated  with  the  individual 
requirements  of  blind  students  at  Universities, 
Colleges,  Polytechnics  and  other  levels  of  higher 
education. 

The  majority  of  student  tapes  are  recorded  by 
a large  band  of  voluntary  readers,  without  whom 
it  would  not  be  possible  for  us  to  meet  the  ever 
more  specialised  demand.  Our  thanks  are 
gratefully  recorded  for  their  help. 

Another  corps  of  volunteers  whose  help  is 
indispensible  to  the  smooth  running  of  the 
Talking  Book  Service,  are  the  engineers  who 
maintain  the  play-back  machines.  To  make 
their  contribution  even  more  effective,  local 
groups  have  been  formed  in  26  areas  throughout 
the  country,  each  with  a co-ordinator. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  the  Service 
will  be  able  to  resume  the  practice  of  having  a 
volunteer  to  install,  and  explain  the  operation 
of  the  play-back  machine  to  a new  member  of 
the  Library.  The  Service,  and  its  members  are 
most  grateful  for  their  invaluable  help.

Blind  people  in  commerce 

It  is  not  generally  known  that,  in  offices  up  and 
down  the  country,  there  are  well  over  a thousand 
blind  people,  making  a highly  ellicient  contribu- 
tion to  commerce  as  telephonists,  shorthand 
typists,  or  audio  typists. 

The  Institute’s  Training  College  in  London 
has  a high  reputation  lor  the  standard  it  demands 
of  its  students,  and  during  the  current  year,  as  in 
so  many  previously,  several  students  were 
awarded  Bronze  or  Silver  Medals  and  Certifi- 
cates for  meritorious  achievements  in  the  Royal 
Society  of  Arts  Examinations. 

When  it  is  considered  that  over  25,000 
candidates  compete  for  the  annual  R.S.A. 
awards,  the  record  of  the  blind  students  is 
indicative  of  their  will  to  equate  with  their 
sighted  colleagues.

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Technical  research  projects 

The  development  of  aids  for  blind  people  is 
the  responsibility  of  the  Technical  Department, 
and  this  continuing  activity  is  reflected  in  the 
increasing  number  of  items  listed  in  our 
apparatus  catalogue.  In  addition,  the  Technical 
Department  undertakes  the  development  of 
highly  specialised  aids  required,  for  instance, 
in  support  of  higher  education  or  industrial 
occupations,  as  well  as  assisting  any  blind  person 
who  might  have  a need  for  a special  purpose 
device. 

With  one  such  device,  the  Optacon,  (Optical  to 
Tactile  Conversion)  a reading  device  enabling 
blind  people  to  read  ordinary  print,  a year’s 
evaluation  has  been  sufficiently  encouraging  to 
prompt  further  trials  to  observe  the  progress  of 
the  most  promising  readers,  and  to  train  a new 
group  of  blind  people  to  verify  the  trends  already 


indicated  during  evaluation. 

Younger  people  have  been  the  most  successful 
participants  in  the  tests  to  date,  and  it  is  gratify- 
ing to  record  the  success  of  girls  in  the  16-18 
age  group,  from  C'horleywood  College,  the  best 
of  whom  achieved  the  highest  reading  rate  of  40 
words  per  minute,  after  only  a few  months 
experience  with  the  machine. 

The  British  evaluation  is  jointly  supported  by 
the  RN1B  and  St.  Dunstan’s. 

The  Optacon  is  an  American  invention.  The 
reader  uses  a miniature  television  camera  to  scan 
a line  of  print  and  the  Optacon,  which  is  about 
the  size  of  an  average  book,  converts  the  letters 
the  camera  ‘sees’,  into  enlarged  vibrating  letter 
outlines  formed  by  small  pulsating  rods,  which 
the  reader  feels  with  the  index  finger,  in  a 
recessed  area  of  the  converter.

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The  challenge  of  blindness  is  international, 
and  is  a challenge  being  taken  up  by  an  increas- 
ing number  of  scientists  and  engineers,  especially 
in  the  field  of  sensory  aids  involving  mobility, 
and  print  recognition  devices.  Novel  and  highly 
sophisticated  research  projects  of  this  nature 
are  in  hand  in  this  and  other  countries,  and 
interesting  devices  are  currently  under  evaluation 
by  blind  people  so  that  their  effectiveness  can  be 
assessed. 

Various  approaches  to  the  problem  of  vision 
substitution  similarly  continue  to  pre-occupy 
research  bodies  who  seek  to  alleviate  the 
handicap  of  blindness.  Such  projects,  however, 
involve  long-term  development,  and  probably 
equally  extensive  and  costly,  will  be  the  proce- 
dures involved  in  evaluating  the  many  new 
devices  which  are  likely  to  emerge  during  the 
next  decade. 

Hopefully  some  of  these  projects  will  ultimate- 
ly succeed  in  the  provision  of  truly  beneficial 
aids,  or  at  least  contribute  to  our  knowledge  for 
the  future;  these  particular  objectives  however, 
are  highly  complex  and  elusive  and  we  cannot 
hope  to  achieve  their  full  realisation  for  some 
time  to  come. 

Despite  the  many  services  available  to  blind 
people,  it  ultimately  rests  with  the  individual  to 
develop  his  or  her  own  preferred  technique  in 
overcoming  so  many  of  the  day  to  day  difficulties 
associated  with  living  in  an  essentially  sighted 
environment.  In  the  application  of  techniques  to 
meet  the  everyday  challenge  of  blindness,  the 
large  range  of  devices  available  from  the  Institute 
continues  its  important  role. 

For  some  years  the  Technical  Department  has 
functioned  jointly  with  the  American  Founda- 
tion for  the  Blind  in  the  operation  of  the  Inter- 
national Research  Information  Service  (IRIS), 
to  provide  documentation  on  past  and  present 
research  to  those  undertaking  further  related 
projects.  In  addition,  a world-wide  listing  of  aids 
for  the  blind  has  been  prepared  by  the  RNIB 
Technical  Department,  and  this  is  soon  to  be 
published  by  the  American  Foundation  in  the 
form  of  an  international  catalogue  of  aids. 


Blind  musicians 

Earlier  in  this  report  we  acknowledged  that 
braille  readers  are  a minority  among  blind 
people.  Yet  within  that  group  is  a further  section 
of  specialised  braillists — the  braille  music 
readers. 

The  successes  achieved  by  these  visually 
handicapped  musicians  who  rely  on  the  RNIB’s 
music  facilities  is  indeed  remarkable. 

This  year’s  unprecedented  domination  by 
blind  candidates  of  the  examination  scene  at  the 
Royal  College  of  Organists,  the  highest  standard 
at  the  October  Master  Class  for  Blind  Pianists, 
and  the  award  of  a Gold  Medal  for  top  marks 
in  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  to  an  Advanced 
Associated  Board  piano  pupil  of  a blind  teacher, 
provide  evidence  that  blind  musicians  are  more 
than  holding  their  own  in  the  profession,  and 
are  by  no  means  overshadowed  by  the  musical 
giants  of  the  past. 

In  addition  to  these  successes,  the  knowledge 
that  professional  and  amateur  musicians  can 
pursue  their  bent  when  so  many  avenues  of  art 
are  of  necessity  closed  to  blind  people  gives 
this  work  maximum  significance. 

The  transcription  of  examination  papers 
continues  to  represent  a major  seasonal  factor  in 
the  work  of  the  department  generally,  and  in  the 
personal  transcription  service  in  particular. 

Whilst  the  Music  Sub-Committee  ensures  that 
professional  needs  are  well  represented,  the  year 
has  again  seen  widely  used  material  added  to  our 
Music  Publications. 

Care  of  elderly  blind  people 

In  an  age  of  increasing  longevity  the  associated 
problems  of  loneliness,  infirmity  and  disability 
grow  proportionately. 

It  is  relevant  to  a situation  where  the  incidence 
of  blindness  is  so  prevalent  to  ask,  whether 
people  who  lose  their  sight  late  in  life,  the 
challenge  of  a new  way  of  living  is  not  greater 
for  them  when  their  physical  resistance  might 
also  be  impaired. 

In  the  residential  Homes  administered  by  the 
RNIB,  and  these  include  two  Homes  caring 
specially  for  those  who  are  deaf  and  blind,  the

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Wardens  speak  of  the  “quality  of  character”, 
the  “ability  to  adapt”  and  the  “ready  wit”  of 
many  of  their  blind  residents. 

Not  all  residents  take  to  their  new  surround- 
ings with  such  equanimity.  It  has  to  be  realised 
that  many  newly  blind  old  folk  are  severing  long 
standing  ties  with  their  own  homes,  and  their 
loved  ones,  and  added  to  the  onset  of  their 
blindness  they  face  the  fight  against  an  under- 
standable depression. 

To  create  an  atmosphere  of  comfort  and  home- 
liness, the  words  “being  wanted”  might  well 
be  the  inscription  over  every  Warden’s  door.  To 
keep  their  residents  occupied,  mentally  and 
physically,  requires  the  most  diversified  type  of 
programmes,  and  the  contributions  made  to  this 
end  by  voluntary  helpers  are  a striking  feature 
in  the  activities  of  all  our  Homes. 

The  Sales  of  Work,  the  Coffee  Mornings,  the 
Outings,  the  visits  of  helpers,  friends  and 
families  are  the  blind  person’s  link  with  the 
sighted  community;  events  which  make  the 


talking  points  in  the  lounges  or  the  happy 
memories  to  be  savoured  in  quieter  moments. 

Provision  of  holiday  accommodation  for  blind 
people  has  long  been  a pre-occupation  of  the 
RNIB  and  in  October  1972  the  principle  of 
offering  sea-side  holidays  in  Hotels,  adminis- 
tered by  the  Institute,  was  further  extended  when 
the  Palm  Court  Hotel  in  Eastbourne  was 
officially  opened  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Colligan,  C.B.E. 

With  accommodation  for  65  guests,  the  Palm 
Court  provides  all  the  amenities  associated  with 
a leading  hotel,  and  blind  people  can  enjoy  the 
pleasures  of  holiday  relaxation  in  first  class 
comfort  and  restful  surroundings. 

Plans  to  increase  the  facilities  at  the  Kathleen 
Chambers  Home  for  Deaf-Blind  residents,  in 
Somerset,  culminated  in  the  opening  by  Aider- 
man  Sir  Nicholas  Garrow,  O.B.E.,  J.P.,  in 
September,  1972,  of  a new  extension  comprising 
bedrooms,  a sickroom,  bathroom,  toilets,  dining 
room,  sitting  room  and  kitchenette. 
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Increased  braille  production 

We  have  come  a long  way  since  the  days  when 
some  million  braille  dots  were  individually 
hammered  out  ol  plates  to  produce  one  ol  the 
early  braille  Bibles. 

This  year  well  over  half  a million  copies  of 
magazines  and  periodicals  have  been  produced. 

The  control  system  of  our  automatic  trans- 
cribing complex  has  been  entirely  redesigned, 
which  will  enable  us  to  increase  the  production 
of  books  and  magazines  transcribed  by  our 
IBM  computer. 

The  more  routine  jobs  the  computer  can 
handle,  the  greater  will  be  our  manual  trans- 
cribing strength  for  dealing  with  more  complex 
material  such  as  school  text  books,  computer 
programming  manuals  and  the  like. 

Still  leading  the  field  in  the  twenty-two 
publications,  is  the  Braille  Radio  Times,  copies 
of  which  are  issued  free,  and  despatched  to 
5,290  readers  each  week. 

In  a rapidly  changing  world  the  need  for 
information  is  paramount,  and  braille  books 
noting  National  S.T.D.  Codes,  an  introduction 
to  the  intricacies  of  V.A.T.,  the  London  Trans- 
port Bus  Routes  are  just  some  of  the  productions 
to  help  in  keeping  blind  braillists  abreast  of  the 
times. 

In  all  this,  work,  our  sub-contract  arrange- 
ments with  the  Scottish  Braille  Press,  which  it  is 
hoped  will  double  its  production  for  us  within 
two  to  three  years,  has  been  of  the  utmost 
value  in  our  expanding  production. 

Moon — a type  face  designed  by  a doctor  of 
that  name — has  long  been  a form  of  reading  for 
elderly  blind  people  whose  fingers  lack  the 
tactile  sensitivity  needed  for  reading  braille. 

The  Institute’s  Moon  Society  produces  books, 
magazines  and  pamphlets  to  meet  the  needs  of 
these  elderly  folk,  especially  the  deaf-blind 
readers,  for  whom  a weekly  Moon  newspaper 
helps  to  compensate  for  their  lack  of  access  to 
radio  programmes  and  news. 

Continuing  crafts 

Those  crafts  which  have  long  been  traditional 
to  the  blind,  brush  making,  basket  work  and  the 
like,  survive  in  many  homes  today. 


The  RNIB  is  responsible  for  providing  and 
maintaining  the  Home  Industries  Department, 
which  oilers  a service  to  many  blind  people  in 
the  South  Eastern  Counties  of  England  who 
prefer  to  run  their  own  small  businesses,  or 
work  in  their  homes.  It  also  provides  training 
for  blind  people  who  wish  to  learn  a traditional 
craft  such  as  rush  chair  seating,  for  which  there 
there  is  a great  demand. 

There  is  similarly  an  increasing  demand  for 
blind  piano  tuners  in  a follow  up  and  repair 
service,  and  our  piano  technicians  are  able  to 
undertake  major  structural  repairs  as  well  as 
modernising  pianos  for  the  clients  of  our  tuners. 

The  Institute  pays  its  tribute  to  the  late  Mr. 
F.  J.  Humphery,  who  gave  all  his  working  life 
to  the  Home  Industries  Department,  many  of 
them  as  Manager  at  the  Reigate  Headquarters. 

Research  to  prevent  blindness 

A section  in  the  Royal  Charter  under  which 
we  operate,  charges  the  RNIB  “generally  to 
watch  over  and  protect  the  interests  of  the  blind 
and  to  prevent  blindness ”. 

For  many  years  past  the  RNIB  has  had  a 
Prevention  of  Blindness  Sub-Committee  com- 
posed of  representatives  of  the  RNIB  Council: 
the  Faculty  of  Ophthalmologists;  the  Depart- 
ments of  Health  and  Social  Services,  Employ- 
ment and  Education  and  Science;  the  County 
Councils’  Association;  the  Association  of  Muni- 
cipal Corporations;  and  co-opted  members 
representing  the  general  field  of  eye  research. 

The  year  1962  saw  the  establishment  by  the 
RNIB  of  the  British  Foundation  for  Research 
into  Prevention  of  Blindness. 

During  the  years  1961  to  1972,  the  Royal 
National  Institute  for  the  Blind  has  been  able 
either  through  the  Foundation  or  its  Prevention 
of  Blindness  Committee,  to  devote  a sum  of  no 
less  than  £259,000  to  various  research  projects  in 
the  field  of  prevention  of  blindness. 

In  its  long  history,  the  Institute’s  awareness  of 
the  handicaps  which  blindness  impose  has  mani- 
fested itself  through  its  ever  increasing  services 
to  blind  people.  It  is  equally  mindful  of  the  need 
to  promote  research  into  its  prevention  and  will 
strive  unfailingly  to  this  end. 
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In  the  engineering  section  at  the  RNIB  Rehabilitation  Centre , Torquay,  new  entrants 
are  given  experience  on  different  types  of  machinery  and  assessed  on  their  adaptability. 


By  contrast,  the  more  soothing  creations  of  the 
potter’s  wheel  are  available  at  the  Centre.
